THE DEATH OF A WOMAN AT SHAU- 
KI-WAN UNDER SUSPICIOUS 
CIRCUMSTANCES, 

The inqnest on the body of the woman 
Kung Kuk Oi, who'died at Shau-ki-wan on 
the 8th instant and‘about whoss death there 
are some.suspicions circumstances, waa re- 
sumed at the Magistracy on Satuntay after. 
noon beforéMr Mitchel!-Lmes(Coroner) and 
‘Messrs A. D. Death, V. Ourzeen and J. 
Laurence as.a jury. ‘Ths evidenes given 
then was as follows :— 


/Yu Akei—I am 4 carenter, employed 
by the. hasband of the deceased. “On tha 
evening of the 5th, abet 8 o'clock, I 
saw the deceased bring :a pot of “hot 
congee from theicook “room. Sho fell 
down and scalded her leg: Her husband 
scolded. hor. for not taking care. Then 
sho had some worda with her husband, 
after which she went into ‘hor room, and 
her huaband went out to purchase some 
medicine for the scald. Scon after I heard 
her vomit. Then I enid toher: ‘You hayo 
taken opium,’ and she said ' Yes.’ 1 first 
heard a noise as if an opium -pot which hor 
hustand used was-being opened. I saw 
somo opium on the table when I went in, 
T called hor mother-in-law and her mother- 
in-law gave her something, 

At this stage the witness who had been 
yawning almost incessantly and otherwise 
 nduecting himeelf in a moat. disrespectful 
manner, seemed to be really iil, and was ask. 
ed to leave tho Court. When hé was asked 
if he smoked opium, he said ho did not, but 
Mr Bedell, the interpreter, suid he looked 
hko a man who was suffering from the want 
of it. Witness’ own excuse was that he wag 
“afraid,” of what he did not'aay, 

Chang 4soi, another man who was em- 
ployed aa a carpenter by deceased's hus- 
band, © corruborated tho Inst witness’ 
statement os to the spilling vf the congce 
and the quarrel. This witness added that 
when the decossed spilt the congee, her 
husband, went up to her and shook tho 
congee of her. (The etary heard by In- 
spector Syanston, who was'in charge of the 
cage, was that the husband gaye deceased 
a violent flogging).
